Inspectors also found rat droppings 
and food half-eaten by rodents at the 
store in New Malden, Surrey, among 
Tesco’s busiest in the UK. 


Wimbledon magistrates fined the 
firm £25,000 with £5,550 costs for a 
catalogue of food safety breaches. 

Councillor Linda Kirby, cabinet 
member for Environmental Quality 


with the London Borough of Merton, 
said: “All stores have a responsibility 
to ensure hygiene standards are met 
and Tesco is no exception. 

“We will continue to do everything 
we can to protect customers.” 

A Tesco spokesman blamed the 
offences on the fact that the super- 
market was undergoing a refit. 

“Our daily checks are of the high- 
est standards in the industry,” he 
said. “In this case, there were some 
isolated problems that have now been 
dealt with. We are confident this was 
a one-off and will not happen again.”
